Spanish Combatants

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—(4)— 
Protests by the United States gov- 
ernment over the attempted bomb- 
ing Sunday of the American de- 
stroyer Kane tonight evoked tenta- 
tive disclaimers of responsibility and 
expressions of regret from both sides 
in the Spanish civil war.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


HINT WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The Literary Digest frequently takes 

a trial poll in advance of its regular poll, merely for its own 
private use. Technicians call it a ‘‘pilot poll,’’ because it is supposed 
to furnish a guide to what may be expected later from the larger public 
poll. 

Usually the results of this pilot poll leak out unofficially, but this 
year they have been guarded more securely than usual. One reason is 
supposed to be that it showed a heavier percentage for Landon than any 
of the other polls now current. 

In fact, a gentleman of trustworthy veracity and exceptionally good 
eyesight saw the totals one day last week when they showed this un- 
expected lineup: Landon, 56 per cent; Roosevelt, 37 per cent; Lemke, 
7 per cent.

The earthquake which rocked Rich- 
mond, Raleigh, Cleveland and Mem- 
phis, was felt in 20 states, raised the 
entire town o! Summerville, 8. C., two 
feet: for miles through the marshy 
Carolina coastal plain opened out deep 
fissures in the earth from which Jets 
of sulphurous mud spouted ; swallowed 
small lakes and changed courses of 
rivers, and made a shambles of 
Charleston, S. C. 

In Charleston and environs 57 
were killed and $500,000.000 damage 
inflicted on property and crops. 

But this was only the second most 
severe earthquake in United 
history. The one which hit with the 
most violence and affected the great- 
est part of the country, caused no 
recorded Icss of human life.

HEALTH TALKS

Without fear of contradiction I can 
state that no doctor in this country 
can break up pneumonia. And in my 
opinion no one can break up the cri 
or, to complacent folk, a “cold.” Never- 
theless I believe appropriate medical 
treatment, whether medicinal, mental, 
physical, hydrotherapeutie or dietetic, 
assuages the severity, shortens the du- 
ration and lessens the danger of any 
such indisposition or illness. 

From casual observation at any rate 
it would seem that allergic rhinitis

Porcupine fish “all puffed up.” 


Puffers often rise to the surface 
of the sea and float. At such times 
they fill up with air and bob around 
in the waves like large corks. In the 
Gulf of Mexico, puffers reach a length 
of about three feet, and a weight 
of five or six pounds. 

Puffers are sometimes caught with 


hook and line. More commonly they 
are taken in nets. Off the coast of 
Long Island, a net may D&ng up @ 
hundred of these curious creatures. 
In at least a few cases, they have 
been found alive in the stomachs of 


sharks, the big fish having swallowed 


them whole. One case is on record 
where a puffer which had been swal- 
lowed by a shark ate ite way out of 
body ! 

There are many kinds of puffers, 
and most of them have sharp prickles 
over their bodies. One kind has such 
long prickles that it is known as the 
“porcupine fish.” 

Another, and far larger, kind of 
fish is the ocean sunfish. Some of the 
larger members of the tribe have been 
found to weigh more than half a ton, 
and to measure “10 feet long and 1VU 
feet high.” . 

Ocean sunfish have the habit of 
rising to the surface and floating 
about. They lie on their sides and 
bask in the warm rays of the sun, 
from early morning to sunset. From 
time to time they gobble up a jelly- 
fish or other small sea animal. Wespite 
the great size of their bodies, their 
mouths are small.
